Examiner respectfully disagrees the Applicant's argument with respect to the supporting structure for the weight member 28. Paquette 
teaches the weight members are supported by legs 32 and 34 to provide a balanced putter (Col. 1, lines 16-25). It appears that a putter 
can be balanced whether it is supported by a single weight member or a plurality of supported members. Likewise, Baker shows a T- 
shaped putter {Fig. 1) with weight member in the rear portion with ends which are unsupported such configuration provide a balanced 
putter. 
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
